COLUfiBIA RIVER BAR. 



Anotbor fino Bhii. -llio Nimbus— has 
come to grief on tlio nnuils iit Uio ontriinco 
of Columbia Rivor—tho dicudful "bar" 
to Uttvigatiou which hu» proveil tlio gravo 
of many bravo \eesolrt. It appears that 
the Nimbus, iu company with two other 
whfut-lailen ehips, oroBsed the bar on Fri- 
day morning last. In passing out all 
throe of tbe.sbips '•thumped" on the bar, 
thc^e being a heavy swell on. Ttie com- 
panions of tho Nimbus woro nppnrontly 
not damaged by their contact with tho 
sandB, and proceeded to sea: but tho Nim- 
bus miulo wiitor rapidly after tho pilot 
left her, uikI Bank about ouo o'clock Bat- 
urdiiy morning, hariiig been first dosort- 
ed by tho ciiptaiu imd crow. Iloro wo 
bavo oun flno ship totiilly wrcoked and 
two otUera placed iu extromo peril, by an 
ocourrenca that probably no bamaa fore- 
sight could have averted while attemptiog 
to. cross a dangerous bar during a heavy 
swell, Anyono who has stood on tho deck 
of a vessel entering or leaving Columbia 
River during the prevalence of a swell, 
and watched tho great rollers as tlioy 
swept ovor tlio sands, prosouting a high 
wall of water at ouo moment where ilin 
next tho siind wus v'.mIjIi', will uudorstaud 
how tlioKO throo ships o.imo to thump. So 
long as they roao and foil on the crest of 
a roller thoy were .safo; but when tho rol- 
ler swept past them thoy settled down on 
tho sand and thumped; then the next 
roller camo and passed them on to the 
next thumping-plaoe until finally deep 
water was reached. Tho want of energy 
or capital of tho Northern Pacific Rail- 
way Company ban thus far p.. .n)led 
Puget Souud from grasping the trade that 
Nature intended she should have. A con- 
tinuous line of railway from the fertile 
valleys of Columbia andlTillametteRirors 
to somo t-afe deop-wator harbor on tho 
Souuil would capture) the shipping tliut 
now resorts to Oolumbia Kiver. All tln' 
wheat grown iu Oregon and Washington 
Terntorv shonl.i be shipped iu vessels 
at some Pngi t Souud port, and tho prcs 
would then bu spared the necessity of re- 
oordicg disasters to vessels whilst crossing 
Columbia River bar.

The recent failure of many savings 
banks in the Stateii has inflicted an in- 
jury on the working classes that reaches 
far beyond their deplorable losses and 
will bo felt long after the grief and misery 
of those who have .suiri-red from tbe dis, 
honesty of b.aik ollleials shall have 
been forgotten. Tho failures havo check- 
ed the stimulus to thrift. Thoy have 
caused tlio reflection that money put 
away is practising self-denial for tho pur- 
pose of aflTording to some ono olso tbe 
means of fraudulent enjoyment. The 
mischief done is more to the habits than 
to tbe purses of the class who patronized 
the banks. seems strange that the laws 
of the United States furnish no safe- 
guards for depositors.

She Thumps on the Bar and FounderB 
off the Mouth of the Columbia— Ship 
and Cargo Total Loss— Particulars of 
the Disaster. '. 

Friday afternoon diapatchoa -were re- 
ceived hero from Astoria to tho ellect that 
the 8lii])s Nimbus (bound for Cork) Capt. 
Leonard, I'llgrim (Liverpool), Capt. 
Fowie, and Aberystwith Custlo (Queens- 
town), C!ipt. liarris, had gone to sea that 
morning. Nothing fnrtlier wus heard 
from tho-so vessels until lato Saturday af- 
ternoon, when tho unwelcome U6WS.na8h- 
ed over tho wires that the ship Nimbus 
had boon lost. 

AsToiiiA, Deo. 30, 1877. 

Spkcial to thr Okeqonian: 

Friday forenoon tho ship Nimbus, draw- 
ing 22 feet, ship Pilgrim, drawing 22%, 
and ship Absrystwith Castlo, drawing 19 
feet, were towed over the Columbia rivor 
bar in a lino, a tug boat being liitcIiod to 
each. Early ou Friday morning ovory 
appearance of the bar seemcil to iiidi(!i\te 
to tho pilot of tlio Nimbus (which was the 
leading ship) that its condition was favor- 
able for crossing to sea. Thoro were very 
heavy, rolling swells breaking ou tho bar, 
which liftetl the Nimbus high and canaed 
tho vessel to thump heavily twice. Both 
tho ships Pilgrim and Abcry.stwitli Castle 
thumped aho as they crossed. Tho heavy 
blows r.'iM-ived by tho Nimbus strained 
her bail!'. . staili'd the .^.^tUn aud uuUsi d 
her to l(;ak rapitlly. Whou the pilot left 
tho Nimbus to return there was only eight 
inches of water in her hold. Capl. Leo- 
nard thought his vessel was nil right, and 
maldng sail bore away. At 10:30 a.m. ou 
Friilay tho ship carpenter reported three 
feet of water in tho .^hip. All the vessel's 
pumps were rigged at once and set in 
ojioration. At 12 o'clock lu. there wad 6}^ 
feet of water reported. Tho pumps were 
worked with all possible vigor, bnt tho 
water Btoadily gained Finding that Lis 
vcs^;ol was 8I0WI3' sinking, Capt. Leonard 
gave orders to head lier lor tho mouth of 
tho Odundiia, hopiiij,' to be able to reach 
there. At 1 p' m. tho wind Mid awiiy. 
Water continued to gain rapidly, and 
Capt. Leonard spoke the ship Aberystwith 
and at-ked Capt. Harris to lay by. At 5 
J). m. water was over 'Iweeu decks. At 7 
p.m. seventeen feet of water woro in tho 
hold, when Capt. Leonard and tho crow 
loft the doomed vessel. They stayed near 
by in small boats anil wntched thosiuldug 
ship until 12:55 Saturday morning, when 
the Nimbus took her final plunge and 
faded forever from human sight. As near 
as can bo dotormined, the Nimbus sank 
twi'nty-live miles from tho shore. Capt. 
Leonard and all his crew wire stved, be- 
ing taken on board tho Aberystwith. 

I'ho Nnubus reached this port in bal- 
last on tho Iht of last October. Tho vessel 
WdS charter by N. Ten Bosch & Co , for 
parties in England, to load with wheat 
for Cork. Tho Nirabna was loaded by H. 
II. Hewott & Co. for tlie charterers. She 
rLCeivcd at this port 20, 2-10 ci-utals, valued 
at So7, 072; at Astoria, 10.325 centals, val- 
ued at §35,426 25; total amount of cargo, 
i2,505 oeutttls; total valuation, $'J2,-19S 25. 
The cargo, we are ioformod, belonged to a 
Glasgow Bhipowner and is insured for 
X:20,120 as follows: Union Marine JoBUr- 
anco Company, of Liverpool, .£10.1)00;

— The Ivusaiuna have 
achieved a feat of perseverance and 
endurance in crossing the Etropol Bal- 
kans, and though tho force can't bo 
vory numerous, and wliilo tho move- 
ment sooiuB to savor rather of a bold, 
adventurous raid, like Gen. Goiuka's 
ovorHankoi Pass, than a regular mili- 
tary operation, it can but hasten the 
withdrawal of Turkish troops from tho 
Balkan lino, at any rate from tbo wes- 
tern jjortion. Suloiuinii Piisha seems 
to have foroseeii this wbou he took up 
.bio hoadquartors at Icbtimau, and to 
jhavo thought a stand made at the ral - 
lying [loint fonned by tho junction of 
tho lihodopo and tbo second cniiiii of 
•Jialkans mi;jliL oU'ectually bar nil ad- 
fvanccs from the directiuii of Sophia. 
.There is, however, a aticoessioii of 
parallel valleys formed by the Topo- 
linca, Guipso and Tandja, which ru^, 
to tho north of Ichtiinan, by which the 
Russian columns desconding fioni tho 
Etropol Balkans may press cuslward, 
and uniting with forces truversinor 
Scliipka Pass turn tlio position of Icli- 
timau and march down ou Adriauople. 
The only question, therefore, is 
whe'.hor tho lurks aru strong enough 
to bar Llie descent from Hchipka Pass 
and hold Ichtiman with the deliles of 
Topolinca and Gnipso at the same 
time. If not they must retreat still 
further eastward. 

London, Jan. 2. — A dispatch from 
Rugusa reports a Montenegiin force 
from tho ileizegorinian frontier is 
inuving into Albania. The (iovernor 
of Albania has ordered a forced levy. 

London, Jau. 2. — The "Post" pub- 
lishes a paragraph in oflicial form to 
the eflfect that the Cabinet yesterday 
by no menus assumed tliiittiie Russian 
answer shuts the door to overtures.
